THE WILDWOOD STREET CURVE 

Last winter, on two occasions, cars rounding a curve on 
Wildwood Street, suddenly found themselves in the swamp. 
In both cases there was no injury, but also, in both cases, 
people wondered how the accident could have happened. 

The curve is the long one, near the Maple Meadow Brook 
toward the Grange Hall. In both cases the cars had been driv- 
ing East 

Since then we have noticed a set of skid marks, which bid 
fair to be permanently imbedded in the street, since they are 
so deep. This set of marks show that the driver of the car 
succeeded in keeping from going into the swamp,but, signifi- 
cantly, it is headed for the same spot where the other {wo cars 
fanded, 

Readers will remember that, after passing the Wildwood 
cemetery, the street is straight and wide, for nearly a third 
of a mile. Then it goes around the curve. 

We have been talking with several people about it, and it 
seems to be a point of common agreement that there is a ten- 
dency to speed on the straight-away, since there is only a few 
houses, and a clear road. 

We have also discovered that there is a certain “wash- 
board” effect, just at the curve, to the surface of the street, 
and it is to this effect that we lay the blame of the accident 
(not forgetting to include speed). 

A car, speeding around the curve, and running into the 
washboard effect will have its rear wheels off the ground for 
a major part of the few seconds that it takes to round the 
curve, These few seconds are vital, because with the rear

Suppose you were called upon to 
Ichoose, from 260 boys who wanted 
to play in Little League, four teams 
of 15 boys each, a total of sixty. 
Could you do it in a manner that 
| would be fair? Of course, you say! 
| But could you? 

Little League has strict rules, to 


ensure that the choice will be fair,| 


and that there will be no favoritism. 
\The rules are so designed as to test 
each boy's ability not by one but 
by three judges, and it doesn't make 
any. difference who the father of 
the boy is, either! 

Larry Cushing, Physical Educat- 
ional Director of the Wilmington 
Public Schools is the “Players A- 
gent” of Little League. It is up to 
Larry, and his two assistants Jos- 
eph Beaton and Charles Ritchie, to 
do the judging, and to see that every 
boy has a chance.

All in all, the Little League is just

Before the boys become members 
of a team, they first have to go 
through a “tryout session”, at which 
the three players agents judge each 
boy, individually, Each judge keeps 
his own record, as each boy is put 
through a series of tests. The tests 
are by age groups, so that any boy 
is up against boys of his own class 
Each boy is timed as he runs two 
bases, a total of 40 yards; is test- 
ed for a distance throw; for his 
fielding, both on fly balls and on 
ground balls, and on his hitting. 

If a boy can run forty yards, 
touching both bases in 7.9 seconds 
ot less he gets 4 points. If he takes 
up to 84 seconds he gets 3 points 
89 seconds gives him 2 points, 9.4 
seconds one point. Likewise, a boy 
who can throw 60 feet gets a point, 
85 feet two points, 110 feet 3 points 
and 130 feet four points, In fielding, 
the boy will get % point for each 
catch or field. There are five balls 
jin each class, so that a perfect 
score would be 5, Last of all the 
jboys gets five chances to hit the 
\ball, while at bat. Each is a point, 
but in this case the judges are al- 
lowed to add a plus or minus, ac- 
cording to the strength behind the 
hit.
